ONE HUNDRED YEARS OF FREE AND ACCEPTED 
MASONRY IN WARSAW, INDIANA 


During the year 1848, the Warsaw Lodge worked under Grand Lodge 
Dispensation, and one hundred years ago, or on June |, 1849, a 
charter was granted to Brother William Parks, and 14 other masons 
to hold a lodge in Warsaw, this being the sixth charter granted by 
Worshipful Grand Master Elizur Demming during that session. 


The lodge was then known as Warsaw Lodge No. 73 and held 
meetings in the old Empire Block, Market and Buffalo Streets. The 
first four initiated and raised were C. W. Chapman, W. C. Graves, 
J. W. Pottenger and Jacob Bop, the first two becoming Masters. 


In 1864 the lodge had grown to 69 members. Fourteen of these 
joined the Union Army in the war of the Rebellion. 

Warsaw Lodge has always co-operated with neighboring lodges 
in our great and good work, and our Worshipful Master Wm. C. 
Graves recommended a dispensation for Leesburg Lodge and it 
received a charter on January 25, 1865. 


A new lodge, Lake City Lodge, formed under dispensation on Oc- 
tober 27, 1867, and received its charter May 27, 1868. 

On January 14, 1871, fire destroyed the Empire Building, forcing 
the lodge to meet in the. Wright building at Lake and Center Streets. 
The charter, jewels, seal and part of the records were saved. At 
this time Warsaw Lodge No. 73 had 122 members, and Lake City 
Lodge was also progressing. 


According to the records Warsaw Lodge No. 73 was very active in 
civic affairs, and in reading the early history of Kosciusko County, 
the individuals responsible for its development in a great many 
cases were Masons, evidently so engaged that the world at large 
would be convinced of the good effects of Masonry, and Masons 
should ever walk and act as such. 


In generations past the Craft has long ago passed from operative 
Masonry to speculative Masonry, and as a symbol of that relation- 
ship, and acknowledgment that Masons are builders, always in 
mind their duty to God, their country, neighbor and self, they are 
requested to assist in the laying of corner stones of buildings dedi- 
cated to the service of mankind. An outstanding occasion of this 
kind took place A.D. May 25, 1882, AL5882, with the laying of the 
corner stone of the present Court House of Kosciusko County, by 
Grand Master Bruce Carr, at the northeast corner of the building in 
keeping with Masonic tradition. Likewise, on June 24, 1916, the 
corner stone of the Central School building was laid. Brother Lip- 
pencott was acting Grand Master, John C. Shepler, Deputy Grand 
Master, Roy Gorton Grand Senior Warden, Samuel DePoy Grand 
Junior Warden, Herschel V. Lehman, Grand Treasurer and Wm. C. 
Cronnan, Grand Secretary, officiating. 


In 1883 fire destroyed the Wright House at which time Lake City 
Lodge No. 371 gave an invitation to combine the two lodges. How-
